AGAINST STAGE CENSOR. 


Olga Petrova Would’ Leave De- 
cisions With the Theatregoers. 


The enlightened. judgment of theatre- 
goers is the only effective or desira- 
ble censorship of stage or screen, Olga 
Petrova, actréss and author, ‘told 
members of. the Freethinkers’ Society 
of New York yesterday afternoon at 
226 West Fifty-eighth Street. 

“Any number of plays which are 
vulgar and stupid are approved by 
censors,”” Mme. Petrova declared, “‘but 
let a play put forward an idea which 
encourages real thinking and_ deals 
with vital problems of human ‘exist- 
ence and immediately the censor seeks 
to make it taboo.” 

She illustrated her remarks on the 
ineffectiveness and injustice of . cen- 
sorship by reciting her experience with 
the British Lord Chamberlain, who a 
year ago declined to approve one of 
her plays for London production. In 
response to a question from the audi- 
ence, Mme. Petrova admitted that her 
views on censorship presupposed that 
the playgoers. were mature enough to 
have come to the belief that “there 
was no Santa Claus.” She contended 
that it was up to parents to see that 
their children did not attend perform- 
ances which. their mental attammments 
would not allow them to appreciate.

FIGHTING ANTI-EVOLUTION. 

There is an-in¢limation on the part 
of intelligent and well-infornied peo- 
ple to look contemptuously upon those 
who refuse to accept thé doctrine: of 
evolution and who éven seek to pre- 
vent, its teaching if institutions , sup- 
ported by fhe public: But: these are 
rather to be dealt with as “men who 
like children, move but as they're ed." 
They, are not to be driven, nor are they 
to be laughed out of their ignorant 
conceits. Except that men feel a cer- 
tain moral responsibility to share their 
knowledge with their fefllow-men, these 
might be left. to go their own ways, iif 
they did not in the zeal of their igno- 
Tance jtry, and with ‘some temporary 
‘success; to deprive\the oncoming gen- 
eration of important knowledge which 
the human race as a whole has ac- 
quired in its experierice of hundreds 
of thousands of years, not to mention 
the hundreds of millions of years in 
which there are evidences that prepa- 
ration was being made for its coming, 
and. for .its pursuit of happiness on 
an earth stacked with ‘supplies tor its 
food and shelter. 

Lately, with a grandiloquent flour- 
ish, an .organized effort has been 
begun to banish from schools and col- 
TYeges books of all kinds which teach 
evolution, and all instructors and pro-. 
fessors and officials who believe in it. 

is is to be actileved in all schools 
and universities supported by public 
funds through legislation which, it is 
reported, is being planned for seven- 
teen States. It is even suggested that 
such legislation may reach “the floor 
of the House of Representatives.” It: 
is time, therefore, that something be 
done to prevent the success of this 
bigoted attempt to suppress the teach- 
ing of truth relevant to man’s origin, 
progress: and destiny. Legislation of 
this kind cannot, of course, prevent 
the eventual emergence of the truth. 
It may even advertise it to millions 
who might otherwise see no signifi- 
cance in the mighty course of creation 
extending’ through countless eons in- 
stead of through one short week a few 
‘thousand years ago. ‘ 

After all, such legisldtion’ will do 
harm to religion in its discrediting of 
science, which in its highest service 
furnishes man with new ground for 
faith in a Creator—one of such far- 
purposed designs. ‘The starting by 
the American Association of Univer- 
sity Professors of a movement to bring 
into effective cooperation ‘all Broups 
or organizations interested in oppos- 
ing legislative restrictions on freedom 
of teaching in State-supported institu- 
tions is to be welcomed by all {ntel- 
ligent citizens of whatever faith who 
wish-to avail of what man’s mind has 
won from the mystery about him and 
pass it on to the enrichment of the 
life which, doubtless for other hun- 
dreds of thousands of years, is to 
exist on this.earth and by continuing 
evolution reach a. higher state than it 

has attaiiied so far. - The anti-evolu- 
car would in other centuries have 
been anti-Copernicans, anti-Baconians, 
anti-Columbuses. Evolution goes on 

rtheless. But they should not be 
permitted to stultify a whole people in 
the eyes of the world and of succeed-

POINTS TO. DIVINE METHOD 


Results in Religion Are Slow, He 
Declares, for Those Who Watch 
Ticker Tape. 


The rapid pace of life today was dis- 
cussed yesterday by the Rev. Dr. 
Ralph W. Sockman in the Madison 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church, 
at Sixtieth Street. He said that West- 
ern civilization had’ become thé: slave 
of time and that-man had supplanted 
nature’s pace with an artificial one. 

“This impatient Jiving with an eye 
on the cloek has. profound physicial, 
social and religious consequences,” he 
said, ‘It negatives some of the gains 
of science in the realin of health. 
While mien are learning how to con- 

quer germs, they are being conquered 
by nerves. While medical. science. is 
lengthening the. span of life, speed is 
increasing the wreckage of life through 
accidents and the exhaustion, of it 
through overstimulation. 

“Socially, our hurried manner of life 
ig begetting a disinclination toward 
those: lines of work in which the finan- 
cial returns @re slow and a crowding 
into those speculative and adventurous 
occupations where money is made 
more quickly. 

“That willingness to serve long ap- 
prenticeships in our learned profes- 
sions is still present with some, but 
how many of our college-youth prefer 

to make a 100-yard dash to fortune?

“In religion this apedting up of life 
puts men out of step with the divine 
method.’ God deals with human life as 
the earth déals with the seed. Charac- 
ter development is by the principle of 
growth, first the blade, then the ear, 
then the fyll ‘corn in the ear.

DRUG ADDICTS INCREASE. 


Prosecutor Says Statistics. Prove. 
Hague Remedies Have Failed.‘ 

Figures gathered by officials en- 
gaged in enforcing the law against the 
Sale of narcotics show a great increase 
in the number of violations between 
1916 and 1925 inclusive, The increase 
is partly due, it is asserted, to an in- 
sufficient number of narcotic officers. 

Between 1916 and 1925 there were 46,- 
398 violations, 24,348 cases agaifist ad- 
dictsand dealers were tried and there 
were 22,537 convictions. 

David P. Siegel, head of the Crim- 
inal Bureau of United States Attorney 
Buckner’s office, said yesterday, the 
stern. measures adopted at The Hague 
conference in 1912,and more recent ef- 
forts had proved unsuccessful in the 
light of the report of officials here. 
Thé report says that on June 20,°1925, 
there were 308,609 registrants ynder 
the Harrison act, and that this num- 
ber ‘included importers and ‘niafiufac- 
turers, 339; wholesale. dealers, 1,959; 
retail dealers, 48,187 ; practitioners, 
144,711, and dealers and manufacturers 
of untaxed narcotic preparations, 
113,413." 

Mr. Siegel said that recent digclos- 
ures illustrated the ease with which 
large shipments of narcotics. could be 
brought clandestinely into this coun- 
try.. The latest method, he said, was 
for the smugglers to send narcotics 
within our borders under the guise of 
some innocent appearing shipment, .al- 
leged to have been brought here for 
transshipment to some foreign coun- 
try. -He said: 

‘While these goods are in transit, 
other goods in cases similarly marked, 
of approximate weights and mzasure- 
ments, are substituted therefor, .The 
dope is diverted and sold in under- 
world channels ‘while the iinocent 
shipment goes to China, Japan, or some 
far-off country, where the goods |re- 
main in a bonded warehouse for a year 
of two and then are sold at public 
auction. 

“Some _means must now be devised 
for a more rigid supervision of ship- 
ments for re-export so that such prac- 
}tices may be promptly detected and 
punished. A’ray of hope is narcosan. 
It may prove to be a failure. It should 
receive a chance.”
